While  at  BYU  he  was  a member 
of  the  Rescue  Squad  of  the  BYU 
Alpine  Club.  He  was  considered  to 
be  an  expert  mountain  climber. 
While  attending  school  he  received 
special  training  in  ice  and  snow 
climbing  at  Timp  Haven  Ski  Re- 
sort. In  addition  to  his  mountain 
climbing  activities  he  was  also 
asociated  with  AFROTC.

‘•The  Threat  of  China”  was  dis- 
cussed by  Dr.  Lee  Farnsw’orth  in 
the  closing  session  of  the  Vietnam 
Conference  last  Friday.  Dr.  Farns- 
woi  th  is  associate  proiessor  of  pol- 
itical science  at  BYU. 

During  his  recent  tour  of  the 
Orient  Dr.  Farnsworth  asked 
Asians  from  all  walks  of  life  about 
the  Vietnam  war.  In  spite  of  their 
close  proximity  to  Red  China,  most 
Asians,  according  to  Dr.  Farns- 
' worth,  view  'America  and  not  Red 
China  as  the  real  trouble  maker. 

REAL  DANGER 

A Japanese  journalist  told  Dr. 
Farnsworth  that  the  presence  of 
American  forces  in  Japan  and  the 
Seventh  Fleet  patrolling  the  straits 
between  Formosa  and  Japan  con- 
stituted the  real  danger  to  Japan. 
The  journalist  added,  ‘‘If  America 
were  not  there.  China  would  have 
no  reason  for  retaliation.” 

“I  would  suggest  we  replace  Ho's 
(Ho  Chi  MirJi)  war  of  liberation 


with  a genuine  war  of  human 
rights  in  Vietnam,”  he  said. 

Russell  Hox'iuch.  BYU  asociate 
prcfo-rr  of  geopraphy,  was  con- 
' cerned  about  ;he  way  we  are  fight- 
ing the  war  in  Vietnam. 

FIGHTING  TO  WIN? 

He  'a?ked.  ‘‘Are  we  fighting  to 
win?  Then  why  don’t  we  blocade 
Hai  Ph:ng  Harbor?”  He  continued 
by  saying,  ‘‘If  we  don’t  have  a 
militarily  secure  area,  the  Viet 
Gong  can  come  and  destroy  every- 
thing.” 

Frederick  Carleton  Ashley,  staff 
ass^istant  witih  ithe  deputy  assistant 
for  Far  Eastern  and  Pacific  Af- 
fairs, was  the  special  guest  at  the 
lecture  series. 

Mr.  Ashley  believes  it  is  neces- 
sary to  build  Vietnam  up  at  the 
grass  root  level.  He  says  the  Viet 
Cong  often  find  'their  support  in 
the  villages  and  hamlets  in  South 
Vietnam.

Among  ‘those  appearing  on  this 
examination  of  the  American  pol- 
itical scene  is  former  President 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  In  an  ex- 
clusive interview  with  Wr.  Law- 
rence ait  Gen.  Eisenhower’s  Get- 
tysburg, Pa.,  office,  the  former 
President  revels  for  the  first  time 
in  detail  .the  political  position  he 
expects  to  assume  in  1968. 

Other  prominent  Republicans  on 
the  program  are:  Former  Vic^ 
President  Richard  Nixon  (the  first 
television  interview  he  has  granted

’68),  Governor  George  Romney  of 
Michigan,  Governor  Ronald  Rea- 
gan of  California,  Senator  Charles 
Percy  of  Illinois,  and  Barry  Gold- 
water,  the  1964  (JOP  Presidential 
nominee.

COVERS  WIDE  AREA 

Over  the  past  several  months, 
producer-writer  Paul  Mtmeyer  and 
Mr.  Lawrence  have  taken  ABC 
News  camera  crews  from  Alaska 
to  New  Orleans,  from  Southern 
Oaliforma  to  New  Hampshire,  cov- 
ering the  potential  candidates  and 
talking  to  probable  ’68  delegates 
•and  top  behind-the-scenes  men  in 
the  GOP.

“A  life  of  faith  does  not  dis- 
courage the  use  of  intellect,”  de- 
clared Elder  Marion  D.  Hanks 
yesterday  morning  during  the  de- 
votional assembly.  Elder  Hanks 
encouraged  hia -large  audience  to 
be,  “interested  and  curious— -to 
learn  about  the  world  around  you.” 

MEET  ADVERSITIES 
After  apolagizing  tor  not  apolo- 
gizing tor  his  casual  dress,  Elder 
Hanks  explained  that  he  was  in 
the  midst  of  vacationing  in  Aspen, 
Cdlorado,  -and  had  met  several  ad- 
versities in  traveling  to  Provo  to 
deliver  his  message.  He  saM  he 
felt  'that  the  Lord  expects  each  of 
us  to  be  able  to  work  with  the 
most  knowledgeable  of  our  fellow- 
men,  and  to  be  able  to  hold  our 
own  in  the  intellectual  aspect  of 
living. 

“But.”  he  cautioned,  “we  must 
fii-st  gain  a sense  of  self-esteem.” 


Ice  Age  Possible, 
Declares  Authority 

Air  pollution  is  changing  the 
wealher  and  could  bring  on  an- 
other ice  lage  if  atmospheric  con- 
ditions are  right,  according  to  Dr. 
James  P.  Lodge,  a chemist  at  the 
National  Center  for  Atmospheric 
Research  in  Boulder,  Colo. 

NO  SUMMER 

More  'likely,  according  to  Dr. 
Lodge,  we  will  just  have  “a  sub- 
stantial number  of  years  without 
<any  summer”  in  dities  across  the 
northern  United  States. 

“But,  we  really  don’t  know 
enough  about  the  dynamics  of  the 
\atmosphere  to  be  certain,”  he 
added,  “I  think  it’s  safe  'to  say 
that  whatever  may  come,  it’s  go- 
ing to  be  distinctly  less  comfort- 
able.” 

CHAIRMAN 

Dr.  Lodge  was  chairmaai  of  a 
session  at  a meeting  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio  of  the  Air  Pollution  Associa- 
tion. 

An  ominous  sign,  he  pointed  out, 
is  that  “the  glaciers  of  the  Pacific 
Nonthwest  have  stopped  shrinking. 
They  have  shown  no  measurable 
net  change  in  three  of  four  years.” 


He  advised  that  in  order  to  fidly 
realize  and  fulfill  our  responsibil- 
ities to  our  neighbors,  friends  and 
families,  we  must  first  have  a re- 
spect for  ourselves. 

HELD  ACCOUNTABLE 

Elder  Hanks  continued  with  the 
thought,  “There  comes  a time 
when  we  must  stand  up  for  what 
we  believe  in— and  act  according- 
ly.” And,  that  this  thought  is  the 
cause  and  reason  for  our  obedien- 
ce to  the  principles  of  the  gospd 
as  we  grow  older. 

In  conclusion.  Elder  Hanks  list- 
ed “four  things  a man  must  do,  to 
keep  his  record  straight  and  true:” 

“Think  without  confusion  clearly, 

Love  his  fdlowmen  sincerely. 

Act  with  honest  motives  purely. 

To  trust  in  God  in  heaven  se- 
curely.”

Romney  in  1968;  and  Bill 
Roberts,  a Los  Angeles  political 
public  relatior^  consultant  who 
guided  Ronald  Reagan’s  successful 
campaign  for  the  California  gov- 
ernorship in  1966  and  who  talks 
candidly  of  Reagan  as  a potential 
presidential  candidate  in  ’68. 

“The  story  of  the  Democratoc 
Party  is,”  as  the  ABC  News  spec- 
ial points  out,  “the  story  of  one 
man— Lydon  Baines  Johnson.  He 
fiddles  'She  tune  and  the  supporting 
oast  of  Democrats  dances  to  what 
ever  tune  he  plays— despite  some 
mumblings  and  protests.” 

PARTY  DIVISIONS 

But  there  are  deep  divisions 
within  the  Party  and  they  are 
brought  out  clearly  in  the  Viet- 
nam controversy  through  state- 
ments from  President  Johnson  and 
Senator  Wayne  Morse  of  Oregon. 

Besides  Sen.  Morse,  other  Dem- 
ocrats on  the  ABC  News  program 
are  Theodore  C.  Sorenson,  the  late 
President  Kennedy’s  closest  pol- 
itical advisor,  and  Bill  D.  Moyers, 
former  top  White  House  aide  to 
President  Johnson.

Ambush  Patrol  Gets 


Ambushed  Itself  In

Viet  Confrontation

“I  was  hit  as  soon  as  the  fighting  started  when  the  P-. 
triggered  an  ambush,”  exclaimed  Specialist  4th  Class  Dav 
Riddle,  a member  of  the  25th  division,  recuperating  from  hf  ] 
wounds  at  the  106th  General  Hospital  in  Yokohama,  Japjrf 

Riddle  was  serving  during  operation  Manhattan  nea^^ 
Cu  Chi,  55  miles  northeast  of  Saigon  when  a squad-sizfS 
ambush  patrol  of  12  men  ran  into  a V.C.  ambush  as  the 
returned  from  their  own  ambush  site  to  the  compai^ 
perimeter  350  meters  away. 

“A  Chinese  claymoor  almost  cut  the  point  man  in  haj®^'. 
and  killed  him  immediately,”  stated  Riddle.  ‘T  was  the  sec(f| 
man  and  was  hit  in  14  places  by  the  claymoor.  Three  mg 
were  killed  and  four  wounded  inthe  confrontation  with  tbi 
Viet  Cong. 

“The  mine  scared  me  terribly,  but  I felt  little  pain  at  th 
time.”  explained  Riddle.  “There  was  an  explosion  and  a }(j 
of  automatic  rifle  fire.  I clambered  behind  the  cover  of 
large  ant  hill  where  one  ear  drum  was  bursted  completely  09 
and  a hole  put  in  the  other  by  an  M-79  grenade  launcher  roun 
or  fragmentary  grenade.” 

Physical  therapists  are  having  Riddle  lift  weights  to  le 
store  the  strength  of  his  aiTns  where  “the  shrapnel  messe 
the  nerves  all  up.”  Riddle,  wounded  April  28,  started  ou 
with  3 pounds  and  now  lifts  5 pounds,  though  it  causes  hin' 
a great  deal  of  pain  in  the  arms  afterwards. 

The  25th  Division  company  was  in  the  eighth  day  <1 
operation  during  a search-and-destroy  mission  to  clear  tlii 
V.C.  out  of  the  jungle  terrain  of  the  Bo  loi  woods. 

“The  company,  dug  in  350  meters  away,  quickly  provid< 
reinforcements,  but  I doubt  that  we  killed  any  V.C.  We 
spotted  some  blood,  but  if  any  V.C.  were  killed  they  weii. 
dragged  away.  We  had  not  seen  any  V.C.  on  the  operatic^  >. 
up  until  the  time  of  ambush,”  he  said.  ^ ” 

Riddle,  from  Broomville,  Mississippi,  had  been  in  ViM^ 
nam  two  months  when  his  squad  was  hit  by  the  Viet  Com 
ambush  and  was  treated  first  at  the  12th  Evacuation  H(41i- 
pital  in  Cu  Chi. 

Riddle  received  a purple  heart  for  his  wounds  and  tli 
valiant  fight  that  put  him  in  the  hospital.  He  is  only  one  - 
many  Vietnam  veterans  in  the  hospital.  Some  can  recount  tl 
circumstances  surrounding  their  own  individual  purple  he; 
and  some  will  never  be  able  to  recount  any  circumstai 
ever  again. 

Riddle  smiled  conclusively,  saying  “I  don’t  want  it 
happen  again,  that’s  for  sure.”
